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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Should the 
words "clank shaft" be - crank shaft - for page 8 lines 8, 9, 12, 14, 23 and also on page 
10 line 1? 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole wouid have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Morii 
et al. (USPN. 6,745,862 B2) and in view of Ampferer (USPN. 4,559,783). 

The applied reference has one common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1 ) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
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1.131; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Morii discloses an engine structure of a snowmobile, the structure comprising: 
a. an upper front half of a vehicle body of the snowmobile is covered to be 
openable by an engine hood so as to form an engine room in which an engine is 
disposed, 

b: a headlight is disposed above a rear portion of the engine hood, and the 
engine is arranged in a state inclined rearward downward so that a cylinder head of the 
engine is disposed below the headlight in a side view. 

Morri lacks the teaching of a turbo-charger for the engine of the snowmobile. 

Ampferer shows a turbocharger arranges below the cylinder head of an internal 
combustion engine. Ampferer however, is silence with regard to the advantage of using 
the turbocharger with an engine but it is well known outside the art of snowmobile to use 
a turbocharger in conjunction with a four-stoke engine to increase the power output and 
fuel efficiency of the engine. 

Therefore, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to add a turbocharger to the engine of Morri. Such modification 
would to increase the power output and fuel efficiency of the engine. 
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With regard to claim 5, Morri as modified by Ampferer meets all of the claimed 
limitations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-4 and 6-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
